Europe's "War Danger Zones was 


the subject of an adrcss by Dr. Ed- 
win Simpson, Green Bay, before 
members of Rotary club at 
their 


meeting at Hotel Northern tues«, 
day noon.' Dr. Simpson is a world 
traveller who has made an intensive 
study of post-war conditions In 
Europe. 


He explained how Bess-Arabia, or 


the Alsace-Loraine of the east, Dan- 
zig, Tyrol, and Albania are places 
when the world can look for dan- 
gerous developments. Bess-arabla, 
the territory at the southwest cor- 
ner of Russia which Roumanla, at 
the close of the wai1 when 
Russia 


was defenseless, simply appropriated 
was formerly the "playground" Of 
the elite of Russia, and 
observers 


feel that some day Russia will at- 
tempt to take It back. The Danzig 
corridor, the small strip of land be- 
tween Germany and Poland 
which 


was ceded to Poland by the Pans 
Peace pact, In order to give her an 
outlet to the sea, was originally a 
part of Germany, and while the Ger- 
mans are content with the western 
boundary line established by the pact 
they are 
considerably 
dissatisfied 


with the assignation of the Danzig 
corridor to Poland. 
COUNTRY ALMOST MORTGAGED 


Albania, the small country across 


the Adriatic sea from Italy, has been 
practically 
mortgaged by 
Italy, 


which with this hold on Albania, vir- 
tually can make an Italian lake out 
of the Adriatic sea. Tyro, In the 
north of Italy, the fourth point of 
Contention, is the problem section 
of the world today, according to the 
speaker. Tyrol originally belonged 
to Austria, and the ceding of It to 
Italy cut off Austria's only outlet to 
the sea. At the present time Musso- 
lini is forcing the Italian language 
into the territory, a fact which is 
causing much 
disturbance 
within 


Tyrol and In Austria. 


"After discussing the war 
danger 


zones, Dr. Simpson gave cursory ex- 
planation of the post-war situation 
of most of "the countries in Europe— 
the great variety of peoples in 
Czecho-Slovakia, and the problem of 
unifying them; Austria's attempt to 
unite with Germany, and her prob- 
lem of importing and exporting all 
raw materials; and the Increased size 
iof Roumania, who gained more than 
half her original size after the war 
was over. The speaker stated that 
despite the politics in America, our 
country had a well established dem- 
ocracy, whereas Europe Is overrun 
with dictators. 


Ht also explained the conditions of 


Europe which made the great war 
possible, telling how Germany, allied 
With JLutria-Hungry, had an ambi- 
tion to cross by rail to Bagdad, and 
how Russia, allied with France 
through the treaty of 1896, had 
great hopes of some day establish- 
ing a water route down the Black 
Sea through to France, and eventu- 
ally controlling the commerce of the 
southern seas. 


Dr. Simpson also discussed the re- 


sponsibility for the "World War, and 
the present attitude of Germany, 
stating that through the publishing 
of the pre-war documents of Ger- 
many; Russia and 
England 
the 


world was more and more coming- to 
understand the real reasons for the 
(peat war.

We-ere sur- 
prised that' lawyers could be

• procedure. This circumstance in itself 


is evidence of a political conspiracy 
against Mr. Kohler by the Blaine-La- 
Follette inner circle, and it illustrates 
the desperation to which these men 
have been driven 19 retain their van- 
ishing control of Wisconsin's political 
machinery. 


The court's decision holds there was 


no ground on which to bring an action 
for mandamus. 
The supreme court 


takes original jurisdiction only irr ex- 
traordinary cases and where relief 


1 can be afforded in no other way. 
It 


points to the fact that adequate reme- 
dies are available if there has been a 
violation of the corrupt practices act. 
It sustains the position taken by At-

Certainly it is neither corruption nor 
a means to corruption. Certainly it has 


- no part in excessive expenditures. 


Yet allegations of this sort constitute 
the entire basis of the petition'filed in 
the supreme court 


When- politicians are reduced to 


such extremities to defeat the tfiil of 
the people and to perpetuate machine 
power, their pretension of concern for 
honesty in elections and the enforce- 
ment of the corrupt practices act is a 
sham. The proceedings instituted in 
the supreme court have every appear- 
ance of a smoke-screen to cover the 
bitterness and machinations of the an- 
ti-Kohler ring, and not even conceived 
in good faith. 
Imagine their pious 


distress over one who has committed 
the outrageous offenses set tip in their 
complaint when they, themselves sloop 
to any process and use every hook 
and crook to win an election and beat 
down a competitor. This persecution 
of Mr. Kohlcr will do them no good 
and they would do well to abandon its 
further expression in the "investiga- 
tions" under way.

great as Alexander." A new biog- 
raphy of 
tho famlus Macedonian 


has Just been published but a read- 
ing of tho book leaves one In doubt 
whether Alexander 
was actually 


great or only a monster of egotism. 


The book Is by Konrad Bercovlki 


and it is called, "Alexander, A Ro- 
mantic 
Biography." Bercovlki 
la 


unusually well qualified 
to 
write 


the romantic life of Alexander—or 
lekander, as he calls the conqueror 
in the greater part 
of the book, 


using the Asiasic name' in -prefer- 
ence to the European. 
Born in' 


Roumania, 
he spent his boyhood 


there and later he wandered all over 
the oriental world, living the life of 
a vagabond. 
He came to America 


In 1916 and spoke English so brok- 
enly that to hide his ignorance of 
the language he posed for a time as 
a mute. Since that time he has won 
a big reputation as a writer in Eng- 
lish. His stories have appeared in 
the best magazines and his books 
have circled the globe. 


It was while he was wandering in 


the orient that Bercoviki heard in- 
numerable legends of Alexander and 
determined to write 
his life. He 


therefore approaches 
the 
subject 


not as the life of a man whq died 
some 2,300 ywars ago but almost as 
that of a contemporary in spirit at 
least. 


It should be kept in mind that 


Bercoviki's' book Is a romantic biog- 
raphy. Anyone who expects a I/yt- 
ton Stracfcey kind of biography is 
going to be disappointed. It is the 
romantic story of S romantic figure 
written in a frankly romantic man- 
ner. It makes. Interesting reading 
and it is doubly interesting because 
the story has filtered through the 
mind of a near-oriental. 
Whether 


or not it is all authentic history ls^ 
is of minor Importance if the char^ 
acter of the book is kept in mind". 


The spectacle of a petty Mace- 


donian king hardly out of his teens 
setting out into the trackless wastes 
of Asia with, relatively speaking, 
only a handful of men and conquer- 
ing the then known world is suffi- 
ciently ro-aantic in itself to stir the 
imagination. 
But the, story of his 


intrigues, of his personal exploits, 
of his love affairs.with the daugh- 
ters of conquered kings, of the in- 
trigues of his mother and his wife, 
of his closest friends 
Is made of 


such stuff 
as the most 
romantic 


novel can 
boast, 
and 
Bercoviki 


makes the most of it. 


Incidentally, and to my relief, no 


mention was made of the shopworn 
legend of Alexander 
weeping be- 


cause there were no more worlds to 
conquer. Nor is any mention made 
of Alexander killing 
his 
dearest 


friend during a druniren brawl. On
